Tentam Dies Suddenly 

Syndicate-owned Tentam, Maryland's 
leading stallion for the 1980 season, dropped 
dead in his Windfields Farm paddock on 
February 15. 

The 12-year-old stallion had set a new 
earnings record for Maryland sires when his 
sons and daughters earned $1.5 million in 
1980 with only four crops of racing age. 

He was standing the 1981 season for a live 
foal fee of $25,000 and had a full book of 
mares. 

By Intentionally out of Tamerett by Tim 
Tam, Tentam was a stakes winner of 
$459,109, accumulated over three seasons of 
competition. 

Joe B. Hickey, assistant to Joe Thomas at 
Windfields, gave the following report on 
Tentam's death: 

"He was found dead in his paddock yes¬ 
terday (Sunday, Feb. 15) at about 1 p.m. He 
had been bred on Thursday and Saturday 
and there was no indication that anything 
was wrong with him. 

"We sent him to New Bolton where the 
preliminary autopsy indicated heart failure. 


"Tentam was the sweetest, nicest stallion 
in the world to work with. He seemed to be 
really on his wav to making a name for him¬ 
self.' 

"To put it mildly, he'll be awfully hard to 
replace." 

Among his stakes-winning offspring are 
La Voyageuse (three-time champion in Can¬ 
ada), Tanthem ($356,000), Great Neck 
($261,000), Shelter Half ($236,000), Bold Josh 
($227,000), Lively King ($165,000), Coup de 
Chance ($151,000), Hasty Tam ($150,000), 
Von Clausewitz ($75,000), Dark Canyon 
($59,000) and Kam Tam Kan ($45,000).

Foxhunting Advice 

Sir: 

As you know, I am one of your greatest 
fans and certainly one of your most avid 
readers. You do a great job combining breed¬ 
ing, racing, hunt meets, showing and 3-day- 
ing. 

However, I must take exception with 
Laurie Ann Dove re her letter to the editor in 
your January, 1981 issue on the subject of 
neglected use of red ribbons. 

It is sad indeed, the recent loss of Small 
Talk. No one likes to lose a horse. But if this 
loss was incurred due to a kicking accident, it 
is her own dam fault. 

Anyone with any foundation in hunting 
etiquette should know, without a "red rib¬ 
bon" or being told, one should not get within 
two lengths of the horse in front of one or 


two horse widths of a horse beside one. This 
is an automatic mle of thumb. 

At the age of 12, on my spotted pony in my 
floppy brown felt hat, I rode up on the heels 
of my "Keeper, "mounted on a semi-retired 
ex-steeplechaser cum hunter with m red rib¬ 
bon or any other adornment. He lashed out, 
caught me on the knee and my spotted pony 
on another knee. My mother, a devout and 
rigid Christian Scientist, hearing my wails, 
rode back from my stepfather, the Master's 
side. Viewing the carnage and realizing what 
had happened, without raising her voice she 
"commanded" or "suggested," whichever 
way one wants to put it, "Avie, get off your 
pony. You are responsible for hurting his 
knee and you lead him home." 

"But Mummy, what about my knee?" 

"We will see to your knee after you get 
your pony into his stall and see that he is 
comfortable." 

So I missed the rest of the field hockey 
season at Agnes Irvins' School where I was 
left wing and captain of the Lower School 
team, but I never rode up within two lengths 
of a horse in front of me or two horse widths 
of the horse beside me again, even when 
"riding out" on a set of Max Hirsch's race 
horses. 

Miss Dove should take full responsibility 
for the loss of Small Talk on her own should¬ 
ers and pay a little more attention when she 
next goes hunting on Big Talk or whatever 
Small Talk's successor is called. A five-mile 
walk home with a semi-shattered kneecap 
works wonders in this respect.

serves as a lieutenant in the 1st Company of 
Connecticut's Governor's Horse Guards. 

The 52-year-old lieutenant reported that 
the horse guards drill every Thursday night 
on horses which have been donated to them. 
They wear mostly Army surplus clothing and 
choose their commissioned officers by elec¬ 
tion. They bought with their own money two 
horse vans, painting them in authentic Army 
camouflage colors. Sorrowfully they ac¬ 
knowledge that their Horse Guards haven't 
had a business mission since they were 
called upon to protect canals and federal 
buildings at the beginning of World War II. 

This trip to Washington, was it state-sub¬ 
sidized—or maybe a federal fund allocation? 
Hauling 15 horses from Connecticut must 
certainly be costly. 

"We paid for the trip ourselves," says 
Lieutenant Matthewson. "All of the Gover¬ 
nor's Horse Guards expenses are paid by 
us." 

"Why," he was asked, "does your organi¬ 
zation exist? Why do you pay money from 
your own pocket to ride in uniform and prac¬ 
tice at soldiering when you know that Amer¬ 
ica's horse cavalry has long been dead?" 


Lieutenant Matthewson, a state govern¬ 
ment employee, responds with a steady, un¬ 
embarrassed look. "We do it for the flag. 
Nothing else." 

If needed, the Governor's Horse Guards 
are ready. 

They carry carbines and revolvers (not in 
the Inaugural, however; the Secret Service 
would not authorize non-Army weapon car¬ 
riers) and are under the command of Major 
Everett Kandarain. 

The charge up San Juan hill? Or J.E.B. 
Stuart's ride behind Union lines in Virginia? 

Oh, they were not all military types. There 
were, for example, the side-saddle ladies 
from Maryland, Sybil Dukehart's four-pony 
team from Monkton and Clay Camp's four- 
in-hand from Virginia. 

But there were also 84 horses from Cul¬ 
ver's famed Black Horse Troop, several pos¬ 
ses of sheriffs, the First Maine Cavalry (from 
Maryland), Philadelphia's First Cavalry, 
mounted Indian braves, mounted Mountain 
Men from Arizona—all warlike in their ac¬ 
coutrements. 
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Down the two and a half mile parade route 
they rode, the marching bands doing their 
best to avoid horse droppings. 

Was it symbolic or nostalgic? 

"We had more equestrian units than any 
other Inaugural parade," said Terry Cham¬ 
bers, chairman of the Inaugural Parade 
Committee. 

"Why? Because I know our president's 
tastes." □

L. Gittings Boyce and his 28-year-old 
son Timothy have never owned or trained a 
stakes winner. 

But they could have—if only they had kept 
Bannockburn, instead of selling her as a 
yearling for $15,000. 

Bred by Gittings' 93-year-old mother, 
Mrs. W. Graham Boyce, Bannockburn won 
Laurel's $30,000 Cameo Stakes in December. 
Her new owners (R.F. Wallace and Jack 
Mandato) have since turned down an offer of 
$100,000 for her. 


First Stakes 
Winner Bred 
By Boyces Is 
Bannockburn

Timmy Boyce remains close to "his" filly, 
however. He was her exercise boy before she 
^as sold and still gallops her for the new 
h’ainer, Ken Sumida. 

Curiously, when seen together, the roles 
Sumida and Boyce are mistaken by those 
y^ho don't know them. Sumida, the trainer, 
38 and stands five foot five. Boyce, the 
^^ercise rider, is an inch under six feet. 

They have been working together ever 
^ince Sumida gave up his job as a licensed 
pharmacist in 1977 to become a horse trainer. 


As Timmy says: "If my father (a licensed 
trainer as is Timmy) and I had it to do all 
over, we still would have sold Bannockburn. 
We have been breeders for years and as such 
our job is to breed horses which can win. I'm 
just glad Bannockburn was well placed in 
competent hands." 

Bannockburn is a Bovce product, through 
and through. 

Father and son maintain only four brood¬ 
mares, none of which is Fatal Conflict who 
was sold before her daughter Bannockburn 
ran her first race. 

Fatal Conflict, a 20-vear-old daughter of 
’^River War, was bred and raced (earnings of 
$12,638 in 57 starts) bv the Bovces, as was her 
dam. Bridal Wreath (earnings of $4,610 in 52 
starts). 

Bridal Wreath's dam. Queen of Roses, was 
purchased bv Gittings in the mid 1940's for 
"$500 cash and $2,000 on the cuff." 

Most of the 25 horses bred bv the Boyces in 
the past two decades descend from this mare. 

Although Gittings and Timmy do most of 
the work involved in their horse operation, 
quite a few other familv members contribute 
to the project. 

Gittings' mother, for example, is the offi¬ 
cial breeder of all the Boyce Thoroughbreds. 
Still active despite her age, Mrs. Bovce has 
long been regarded as one of Maryland's 
finest experts in the breeding and showing of 
ponies. Her most famous ponv was Smokev 
joe, six times American Horse Shows Asso¬ 
ciation champion and ten times Maryland 
Horse Shows Association champion. 

Mrs. Boyce, a founder of the MHSA in 
1936, is the mother of five, grandmother of 
15 and great-grandmother of 18 children. 

Gittings' wife, Nancy, also has five chil¬ 
dren. She is known professionally for her 
cartoons carried in this magazine. But her 
principal occupation is that of a school 
teacher. 

It was through her knowledge of history 
that Nancy Boyce came up with the name of 
Bannockburn for this stakes-winning 
daughter of Count Brook and Fatal Conflict. 

Bannockburn is the 14th century Scottish 
battle site where Robert the Bruce led the 
Scots against the English. The medieval 
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Bannockburn continued 
town derives its name from Gaelic, bannock 
meaning "white, shining stream" and bum 
meaning "brook." 

Lasting fame was afforded the small textile 
town by the success of Bmce's outmanned 
army. Their knowledge of the terrain—the 
woods, brook, swamp and dry ground- 
surrounding Bannockburn provided them 
with a significant homefield advantage. Lur¬ 
ing their foe into an untenable position, the 
Scots trounced the English, gaining inde¬ 
pendence, albeit short-lived. 

Bannockburn, the filly, made her first start 
not in a maiden race but, instead, in the Back 
Again Handicap, a race restricted to 2-year- 
olds which were shown the previous year in 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Association s 
annual yearling show. 

Although she was unplaced in the 1979 
show (judge Lee Eaton pinned a Begg- 
Clagett filly as champion), Bannockburn eas¬ 
ily won the Back Again, scoring by five 
lengths. Behind her (by 13 lengths) was the 
Begg-Clagett filly, now named Foolette. 

After Timmy Boyce gallops most of trainer 
Ken Sumida's stable of 17 horses he spends 
his afternoons as a "free-lancer," either 
breaking yearlings or galloping horses at 
several local farms. 

He has learned his horsemanship from his 
father, Gitt. The latter, a tall, strong, athletic 
man, has spent his entire life training horses 
as well as breeding them for nearly 40 years. 

"I'm lucky to have my father's experience 
to call upon," acknowledged Timmy. "He's 
a walking encyclopedia about horses." 

From his mother, Tim has acquired a keen 
wit and a sense of humor, invaluable in a 
business full of extreme highs and lows. 
While much satisfaction is realized when one 
breaks a stakes winner, only liniment and 
hot baths take the sting out of the bruises 
thus incurred. 

As a youngster Timmy worked as a groom 
in his father's breeding and training opera¬ 
tion. At age 17, after several years of ground 
work, he began both breaking yearlings and 
galloping horses at farms and tracks. He has 
also been a licensed trainer in several states 


since 1974. During his senior year at Mc- 
Donogh School he was the highest ranking 
officer (captain) in the school's cavalry. He 
was also the Maryland Scholastic Associa¬ 
tion's champion wrestler in the 130-pound 
division and was an outstanding member of 
the school's track team. 

He attended two years of college and was a 
"B" student but found it did not prepare him 
for the career he had in mind. "When I was 
in those labs at Johns Hopkins," said Tim¬ 
my, "I would talk to the post graduates and 
ask them about their lives and what they 
wanted in years ahead. I found out that they 
didn't make much money and probably 
never would. I figured I could make more 
galloping horses than those fellows were 
making with degrees behind their names. 


"I've lived horses all my life," says young 
Tim Boyce. "We have that kind of family." 


"I enjoy being with friends, people with 
whom I have something in common. Horses 
and the race track have always been a big 
part of my life. No college (with the possible 
exception of the University of Arizona, offer¬ 
ing a B.S. degree in race track management) 
offered the kind of curriculum that I needed." 

The first big horse trained by Timmy was 
Crossing the Bar, a winner of four races and 
$42,127. The Road At Sea colt finished sec¬ 
ond in the 1975 Survivor Stakes on the grass 
at Pimlico. Following his racing career. 
Crossing the Bar was sold privately as a stud 
prospect. Both Timmy and Gitt consider him 
as their best homebred so far, but his half- 
sister Bannockburn is liable to change their 
minds. 

"Bannockburn was a very attractive year¬ 
ling, with a refined head," said Timmy. 
"Over the past year and a half she has mus¬ 
cled up considerably, putting on several 
hundred pounds." 

She, like most yearlings broken by Tim¬ 
my, was introduced to the saddle in late Au¬ 
gust, several weeks before the advent of au¬ 
tumn's cooler weather. 

"Yearlings are most tractable in August,' 
said Timmy, "less likely to feel as frisky as in

the fall. If possible all horses should be bro¬ 
ken as yearlings, starting when the weather 
is still warm. The longer you wait to break 
your horses, the tougher it is. The expression 
about the 'old dog and new tricks' is true. 

"When breaking yearlings I teach them, 
step by step, how to attain maximum use of 
muscles for racing. The technique involves 
the use of long reins, a method used for years 
hy men like Joe Crowley, trainer at Merry- 
land Farm. Usually it takes about six weeks.

'My first step, since I break horses from 
^arious farms, is to make sure a horse can be 
properly and will stop on command, 
^^xt the horse is familiarized with the bridle. 
Saddle, girth and side reins. Then by using a 
partner, who leads from the head, 1 begin 
^^ving the horse in figure eights daily for 20 
minutes or so at a time. The driving reins, 
made of rigid leather, give you much control 
Over the horse. They are used to teach horses 
how to turn both right and left. Within days a 
yearling can be driven by one man without 
^ssistance from someone leading from the 


"At this time we begin using the breaking 
reins, which are half-elastic and half-leather, 
giving more flexibility. The horse is then 
driven daily for a week to 10 days in succes¬ 
sion before it's riders up. 

"Once the rider is up, my goal is to teach 
the horse to carry his head in a comfortable, 
relaxed manner, not fighting either the rider 
or bit. Much time and care has to be taken to 
insure the horse has a good mouth, readily 
accepting the bit. 

"By gradually acclimating a yearling to his 
new role you avoid drawbacks associated 
with wild west techniques. Rather than 
bucking and kicking every Hme a rider gets 
up in the saddle, a horse looks forward to 
workouts. It may take more time breaking 
horses by long reining but they soon catch 
up to horses broken by other methods. A 
better schooled horse, with a good mouth, 
will quickly outdo a horse who has been 
galloping longer but has been schooled dif¬ 
ferently." 

Of his morning hours job, Timmy said, "I 
exercise horses six days a week. The most I 
have ever gotten on is between 25 and 30. 

"In the wintertime, in order for all the 
horses working out in the mornings to get 
adequate time on the track before it closes at 
10 a.m., we are forced to work the first cou¬ 
ple of horses in the dark, beginning around 
six o'clock. It can be frightening and takes 
some getting used to, especially the first time 
you look down and can't see your horse's 
head. Many stories go around the back- 
stretch about the numerous injuries sus¬ 
tained while working horses that time of 
day. You also have to be careful of frostbite 
this time of year, especially during that cold 
spell last December. 

"But it's all part of the job. 

"I've lived the horse life all my life. We 
have that kind of family. I know that it's a life 
of feast or famine, and Tm accustomed to it. 
As my father says, you make the best you 
can of the famine and enjoy the feast while it 
lasts." 

Bannockburn's trainer, Ken Sumida, of¬ 
fers a totally different background from that 
of the Boyces. 
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Bannockburn continued 

He was a pharmacist and a horse player 
when, in his mid 30's, he decided that he 
wasn't getting enough out of life. 

So three years ago he quit filling prescrip¬ 
tions behind the counter and went to the 
track on a full-time basis. 

"1 have always been a racing tan," admit¬ 
ted Sumida. "Handicapping was my initial 
attraction. But as my interest in racing grew, 

I wanted to be more involved, not just anoth¬ 
er bettor. I went in on a partnership and 
bought a race horse. The deal proved disas¬ 
trous but it didn't leave a sour taste in my 
mouth." 

Undaunted, Sumida purchased a few 
horses and went into training for himself, 
without any prior schooling in his new occu¬ 
pation. 

"I didn't know the front end of a horse 
from the hind," said Sumida. "I began by 
asking a lot of questions of everyone 1 came 
into contact with—trainers, grooms, exercise 
riders, veterinarians, blacksmiths, etcetera. 
From them 1 was able to absorb some ex¬ 
pertise. Sure I made some mistakes. But 1 
used a lot of common sense, gave the horses 
good care and ran them where they be¬ 
longed. 

"Soon I began to win a few races and at¬ 
tract some owners. Initially all 1 had was 
cheap stock, which soon was either claimed 
or broke down. I was nearly forced back into 
pharmacy about 15 months ago before my 
luck changed. Some of my older owners 
came back and last year everyone made 
money. Luckily they parlayed their win¬ 
nings into purchasing better stock and my 
stable has grown. Now I have 17 horses and 
anticipate having around 25 when the 2- 
year-olds start running this summer." 

Over the past three years Sumida has won 
67 races. 

"I can't say enough for Timmy," the train¬ 
er adds. "He has been a friend and advisor 
and exercise rider. He stuck with me when 
things went bad—when I was down to only 
one owner. 

"He told me that he was high on Bannock¬ 
burn and that I should buy her. 

"Fortunately for me, I believed him. He 
didn't know how right he was." □

Bobby 
Adams 
Changed A Failure 
Into Record Setter

As a race horse Damitrius was con¬ 
sidered a failure before Bobby Adams got his 
hands on him last May. 

Because of minor injuries, Damitrius had 
started only ten times in three years, win¬ 
ning three races and $22,215. 

Now, with a 1980 Delaware Park track rec¬ 
ord to his credit, Damitrius has demon¬ 
strated class commensurate with his superb 
pedigree—and, as a gesture of thanks for 
what the trainer has accomplished, the stal¬ 
lion prospect has been retired to stud at the 
Adams farm. 

James A. Scully, a Lexington, Ky., blood¬ 
stock agent, has owned Damitrius (Da¬ 
mascus—Inheritance by Bold Ruler) during 
his entire racing career, although he took in 
two partners (Burton H. Gold and Leonard 
Farbman) last year. 

Now 6 years old, the Damascus horse has 
run his last race. 

He broke a coffin bone at Bowie last month 
in the Southern Maryland Handicap, and 
Adams, 38, is now changing his role from 
that of training Damitrius to handling his 
breeding chores at his own Fox Ridge Farm 
in Timonium. 


But Bobby will not, of course, be the only 
person working with the young stallion. His 
No. 1 assistant is his wife, Judy, and his No. 

2 hand is his father-in-law, Aaron Kelley. 

During his first year at stud, Damitrius will 
stand for a live foal fee of $1,000. 

Scully, the owner, is well remembered as 
the man who bought Wajima for $600,000 at 
the 1973 Keeneland Summer Sale while rep¬ 
resenting an eight-share syndicate. Wajima, 
the nation's 3-year-old champion of 1975, 
earned $537,837 and was resyndicated for 
stud duty at a price of $7.2 million. 

In buying Damitrius from breeders John 
W. Greathouse and his son, John Jr., Mr. 
Scully hoped to once again catch lightning in 
a bottle. 

But this time, the bottle had a hole in it. 

Faced in May, 1980, with a horse who 
boasted a great pedigree but a slim racing 
record, Mr. Scully went to Spendthrift 
Farm's John Williams for advice. The Spend¬ 
thrift farm manager recommended that 
Scully try to improve on the earnings record 
of $22,2i5 by giving the horse to a trainer 
who would handle him knowledgeably and 
cautiously. 

The man recommended by Williams was 
his old Maryland friend, Robert L. Adams. 

"Mr. Scully was gambling when he sent 
Damitrius to me last May," recalled Adams. 
"He hoped I could win a few races with him, 
possibly getting some black type. I knew, in 
the back of his mind, he had some doubts 
whether Damitrius would ever race again. 1 
guess I took the horse as far as he could go." 

While the former rider was unsuccessful in 
attaining stakes status for Damitrius, he did 
manage to set a new track record and win 
three races and $27,390 with him. Last sum¬ 
mer at Delaware Park Damitrius shattered by 
four-fifths of a second the six-furlong record 
of 1:09, set 28 years ago by Hannibal, being 
timed in 1:08^5. The winning jockey aboard 
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Damitrius was the same man who rode Han¬ 
nibal to his record clocking—47-year-old Bill 

Passmore. 

Adams, the man who did so well with 
Damitrius, is a native of The Plains, Va., who 
rode in hunt meetings as early as age 15. He 


also galloped and exercised horses before 
becoming a jockey in 1961. 'T was a jockey 
for ten years without raising too much hell" 
says Adams. "I was never leading rider at 
any track although, when I still had my bug, 
I was second leading rider at Aqueduct one 
year. 



ntering stud at the Adams' 
ox Ridge Farm this year 
s Damitrius, a beautifully 
)red track record holder. 
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“For a while I even rode horses that I was 
training, but that lasted for only a year or 
two. There were too many headaches in¬ 
volved. I never knew if my horses would 
have the proper tack or not until I was al¬ 
lowed in the paddock with the other jockeys 
moments before the race. The stewards al¬ 
ways made sure someone else actually sad¬ 
dled my horse. And besides I never hit the 
board in 12 starts. 

“But I had a lot of good experiences from 
riding—got to travel all over the East coast, 
ride some good horses and meet some nice 
people. I met my wife, Judy, while riding a 
horse she owned named Secret Fear at Dela¬ 
ware Park on Memorial Day, 1967. Her horse 
was a $3,500 claimer that went off at 15-1 and 
paid $32.40 to win. Her parents, Aaron and 
Ruth Kelley, were so elated that they took 
me out to dinner with them. Within the year 
Judy and I were married. 

“I took out my trainer's license in 1969 but 
didn't have much success. Around 1970 or 


19711 didn't have any horses left to train, so 1 
took a job as custodian in the press box at the 
tracks, answering the phone and doing 
things like that. I did that kind of work off 
and on for two years. 

“I got back into training at Timonium in 
1973 with a $6,000 claimer named Rolling 
Ridge. I won one race with him and was 
second five times before he broke down at 
Laurel that fall. His owner Mr. (Thomas S.) 
Nichols (a director of the Laurel race track) 
saw how he ran and was encouraged. His 
farm manager, Sidney Waite, sent me two 
2-year-oIds to train. One of them (Eager Na¬ 
tive) had won his only start. The other (Jolly 
Johu) was unraced." 

Jolly Johu, winner of $366,840, won four 
stakes including the $100,000 John B. Camp¬ 
bell Handicap and placed in 17 other added- 
money events including the 1974 Belmont 
Stakes. Now retired to stud. Jolly Johu is 
regarded by Adams as the best horse he has 
trained. 
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Adams, a former jockey, does double duty 
a trainer in the morning and farm 
manager in afternoon. He poses here with 
some of the yearlings at his Fox Ridge Farm. 

Jolly Johu was a notorious rogue. Standing 
hands high, he wore out plenty of 
g^'ooms, exercise boys and hotwalkers over 
l^he course of his career. He came with this 
^oputation to Adams as a 2-year-old. 

"'He was a tough horse to handle," admit- 
Adams, "never showing me a thing until 
J had an exercise boy get after him (with a 
^hip) one day in a workout. He broke slow 
^om the gate, like he always had done. 
However, when the boy hit him he ran 
Ground the others like they were tied. Right 
^hen I knew he had the ability. I won the 
^^ck Again Handicap with him in his only 
as a 2-year-old. 

''The following spring he kept getting bet- 
and better. We began prepping him for 
^he classics but an infection set in and pre- 
^^nted him from running in the Derby. We 
did run in the Preakness (finishing fourth). 

T was fortunate, having already been sta- 
^l^d at Pimlico, in not being forced to move 
him into the Preakness bam," said Adams. 
No reporters were allowed where I was sta¬ 
ged although I did have an amusing time 
^hen a couple of television men came by the 
one morning before the race. 

I was having coffee with some grooms 
^fter the horses had finished working when 
men came by. One of them was carrying 
^portable television camera on his shoulder. 

he reporter asked if we knew Bobby 
l^dams, the trainer of Jolly Johu. I said to 
him, 'Yeah, that's me.' The man took one 
at mv work clothes, shook his head, and 
^^Iked away. It took me weeks to live that 
down." 

besides Jollv Johu, Adams had one other 
^f^kes winner for Mr. Nichols. Jolly John's 
||^lf-sister Avum won the Nellie Morse 
Handicap and $115,867 while under his care. 
Nichols sold Avie, dam of Jolly Johu and 

^ith his wife Judy and daughter, Kimberley, 
Bobby takes time out for coffee. It was 
at the race track that Judy and Bobby 
met when he won a race for her parents. 
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Avum, while she was carrying a Lord Gay¬ 
lord foal (Lord Avie) four years ago. The 
stakes-placed runners Crooked Answer and 
Eager Native were also saddled by Adams. 

Eager Native was purchased by Bobby and 
Judy in partnership with Dr. James Powder 
and Robert Moser and began stud duty at 
Fox Ridge in 1978. His first crop will race as 
2-year-olds this year. The farm's third stal¬ 
lion is Jean-Pierre who moved to Fox Ridge 
after the 1980 breeding season. 

Bobby's chief farm assistant and former 
head groom, when he was riding some of the 
horses he trained, is his wife Judy. She fulfills 
many roles: mother of 12-year-old Kimber¬ 
ley Ann, farm bookkeeper, groom, head stall 
mucker, housekeeper, etcetera. Her father, 
Aaron Kelley, was an owner-breeder-trainer 
for several years after retiring from his job as 
marketing director of the nuclear division of 
the Budd Company in Philadelphia. He is 
now content with helping on the farm and 
playing an occasional round of golf. 

The only member of either the Kelley or 
Adams families who doesn't regularly work 
on the farm is Ruth Kelley, an employee at 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. 

Helping with the breaking of yearlings 
and schooling of 2-year-olds is Jimmy 
Avery, an exercise boy for Bobby at the track. 

Already plans have been made for ex¬ 
panding the 50-acre farm to nearly 100 acres 
by either buying or leasing some adjacent 
farmland. Plans for a new broodmare 
barn have been put into blueprints and 
ground should be broken any day now. Also

an additional 25-30 aaes are being fenced in 
for pasture. 

The work is being done to accommodate 
the growing number of broodmares bred at 
the Baltimore county farm annually. Last 
year 18 mares foaled there and already 25 are 
scheduled for this year. All the horses, in¬ 
cluding several pensioned hunters, are 
brought into the bam nightly, despite the 
presence of an all weather run-in shed. 

“We realize that it's costly to stable all of 
our horses nightly," said Judy, "but I 
couldn't stand to see those horses out in the 
freezing rain and wet snow this time of year. 
I feel safer if the horses are in the bams at 
night where we can keep an eye on them." 

While Bobby may disagree with his wife 
about the treatment the aged ponies and 
hunters receive, he sees eye to eye with his 
wife on the treatment of the breeding stock 
and young horses. 

"We don't have the resources to support 
an operation of two or three dozen brood¬ 


mares of our own," said Bobby. "We have 
only three mares ourselves. But we are still 
trying to do what everybody else in the horse 
business tries to do—raise good horses. 

"We are hoping Damitrius will be an out¬ 
standing sire. With the price of horses nowa¬ 
days the only way to come up with a good 
one is to raise it yourself. 

"I look at Mr. Nichols and all his success in 
the horse business goes back to the one mare 
Evilone. That's all it takes." D

Tom Bowman's biggest break probably 
came when he was a senior at Catonsville 
High School. 

That year his father, a mailman struggling 
to provide for five children, went down to 
the University of Maryland, knocked on a 
few doors, and eventually wound up with an 
athletic scholarship for his oldest son. 

Bowman became a nationally recognized 
soccer player in college, playing in three con¬ 
secutive post season tournaments. 

And then he went on to advanced aca¬ 
demic study: a master's degree from the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland's animal science pro¬ 
gram; a veterinary degree from the Universi¬ 
ty of Georgia; a three-year post-doctoral fel¬ 
lowship in animal reproduction at the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania's New Bolton Center. 

Now the 38-year-old resident veterinarian 
at Thommar in Chestertown (Md.) has 
achieved national recognition for his success 
with chronically barren broodmares. 

Dr. Thomas Bowman is a rugged 6-foot, 
220-pound idealist. He relies on the old- 
fashioned virtues of hard work, strenuous 
exercise and modest living. And nearly ev¬ 
erything about him dovetails with his phi¬ 
losophy of life. 

He joined Thommar's owners (Thor 
Ramsing of Greenwich, Conn., and his fam¬ 
ily) during the farm's early planning stages 
in 1970 and he has remained with the suc¬ 
cessful five-stallion operation ever since, in 
spite of job offers from some of the top 
breeding farms in the country. 

Thommar, and its setting in an untram¬ 
meled area of the Eastern Shore, offers the 
kind of wholesome environment Dr. Bow¬ 
man wants for his five children. 

There is also the matter of professional 
freedom. Dr. Bowman doesn't have to count 
up the hours and treatments he spends on a 
mare. He has always had the authority to do 
what he considers necessary to get her in 
foal. 


Add to those factors the recreational bene¬ 
fits found in that part of the country: excel¬ 
lent opportunities for hunting waterfowl 
and deer (Bowman either grows or shoots 
almost all his family's food) and a part-time 
job as assistant coach for the Washington 
College soccer team. 

"It wouldn't be honest for me to say I think 
I'll stay here for the rest of my life," com¬ 
ments Dr. Bowman. "I don't think anyone 
expects me to. But I've never threatened to 
leave Thommar. Here I have the best of both 
worlds. I can be a veterinarian, then change 
hats and become a coach; I enjoy athletics as 
much or more than veterinary medicine." 

Dr. Bowman recently developed a 50 -acre 
parcel of Thommar into his own farm, and 
he has been moderately successful with his 
own breeding and racing stock. 

"We also have an Old McDonald-typ^ 
farm," says Dr. Bowman. "We raise a few 
pigs, some chickens . . . milk our own cow. 
Basically it's a commitment for our children; 
they get to see things through from begin¬ 
ning to end. I believe in that kind of life." 

The Bowman children (Tommy, 14; Becky/ 
12; Peggy, 9; Quin, 3; and Brooke, 1) are life's 
"biggest pleasure" for Tom and his wife 
Christina. Dr. Bowman met his wife in high 
school and they were married right after he 
finished college. A native of England, Mrs. 
Bowman had come to live with relatives in 
Arbutus after the death of both her parents. 

Warm memories of his own large family 
made Dr. Bowman want lots of children of 
his own, and his wife agreed. Their first two 
babies were bom while he was in veterinary 
school, but it was an uphill battle all the way. 
Mrs. Bowman developed rheumatoid arthri¬ 
tis from the stress of her first pregnancy; by 
the time her second pregnancy was advanc¬ 
ing she became so ill that she had to return to 
Arbutus and live with her aunt. 

"Imagine," relates Dr. Bowman, "what it 
would be like to have a severe toothache that 
lingered for 14 years. That's what it's been

like for Qiris. At times she's nearly incapaci¬ 
tated by the disease; at other times the symp¬ 
toms ease and she's relatively normal. She 
takes an exercise class where she does almost 
everything the other women do. Chris won't 
let the arthritis get her down. But it's shll a 
struggle—even to wash the dishes or pick up 
the baby." 

Adversity has strengthened the Bowman 
family, he believes. "The children all accept 
that they have to help. They get a lot and 
they give a lot. I'm content to wear blue jeans 
and I don't need big cars; I'd rather put my 
profits into my children's educations." 

Tommy, a ninth grader at McDonogh 
School, was co-captain of the junior varsity 
soccer team last fall—much to his father's 
pride. 

But the Bowmans' commitment to giving 
their children a natural upbringing goes 
even further. Dr. Bowman delivered their 
fourth child at home, to spare his wife rigid 
hospital procedures and allow the rest of the 
family to share the experience. 

"It was easy," says Dr. Bowman, who had 
his local family practitioner on stand-by all 
the time. "The other three children watched 
the baby being bom about 7p.m. Then Chris 
got up and cooked dinner, by choice. I went 
out that night and played racquetball. It was 
a pleasant experience for us all." 

Later their physician. Dr. Charles Adamo, 
visited their home to check the baby and 
refunded part of his fee. Then he went out to 
the bam to watch Dr. Bowman deliver a few 
foals. 

Devoted as he is to his wife and children. 
Dr. Bowman says there is no conflict be-

''We don't have trouble with priorities," he 
insists. "Because everybody knows my work 
is what makes it all possible. In the spring my 
family has learned not to count on me for 
anything." 

During breeding season Dr. Bowman's 
routine day begins at 6 a.m. and ends at 10 or 
11 p.m. Typically, he is also called out in the 
middle of the night. He attends the foaling of 
all 75 to 100 mares that deliver at Thornmar 
every spring. 

"A lot of my success is due to willingness 
to work hard to achieve ends," comments 
Dr. Bowman. "I have a deep interest and 
time to concentrate. The more I do it, the 
more I'm convinced that most breeding 
problems are not medical. They have to do 
^ith management—bringing the stallion 
^nd mare together at the optimum time. I see 
myself as a manager or supervisor of events. 
I don't rely on drugs or supplies." 

Perhaps Dr. Bowman's best known local 
success story involves two stakes-producing 
problem mares sent to him by Alec Bullock in 
the spring of 1978. Mr. Bullock was making 
plans to destroy them (Gay Saddle and Pun¬ 
ter) when Dr. James Stewart referred him to 
Dr. Bowman. Both mares conceived that first 
year, resulting in yearlings which sold for 
$19,000 and $24,000 at the 1980 Eastern Fall 
Sale. And the mares have each continued to 
produce under Dr. Bowman's management. 

This spring Dr. Bowman has three senior 
animal science students from the University 
of Maryland working with him. The pilot 
program offers college credits to the stu¬ 
dents. To Dr. Bowman it offers "the chance 
to oversee the health of foals more diligently 
^nd try to develop a monitoring system that 
^3n be used for all foals. Every farm I know of

has periodic problems with certain foal dis¬ 
eases, especially respiratory illnesses. I'd 
like to develop an early warning system that 
would help us realize a foal is getting sick 
long before he develops physical signs." 

The fact that the University of Maryland is 
sponsoring the program shows "somebody 
has some faith in us," notes Dr. Bowman. 

Although he is an integral part of Thorn- 
mar's operation. Dr. Bowman works for the 
farm on an independent contractor's basis. 
He has several regular clients in addition to 
Thommar. 

When Dr. Bowman first moved back to 
Maryland he was part of a vanguard of 
young veterinarians with specialized train¬ 
ing in reproduction. In fact, he had been the 
second veterinarian ever to do a reproduc¬ 
tion internship at the New Bolton Center 
(Dr. Fred Peterson was the first). 

"But things change and now most veteri¬ 
nary schools are training people in special¬ 
ized areas," explains Dr. Bowman. In his 
early years of practice he often got calls for 
special out-of-state cases and requests for 
short-course lectures. Now almost all his 
work centers around his immediate part of 
the country. 

As to how he originally became involved 
with veterinary medicine: "1 guess 1 always 
had the idea in the back of my mind. We 
always had lots of food producing animals 
around the house when 1 was growing up, 
but my father couldn't afford to buy me a 
pony. Looking back, that's probably the big¬ 
gest reason why 1 went to work with horses. 

"1 did well at Maryland, but 1 didn't set the 
world on fire. When 1 first went there 1 didn't 
know a lot about the college scene, so 1 en¬ 
rolled in pre-med, not even knowing there 
was a difference (between that curriculum 
and the pre-veterinary one). The freshman

Forest, got me started in the right direction. I 
never really waivered in my ambition to be¬ 
come a veterinarian. 

"But I didn't apply to veterinary school 
right after college because my father had 
cancer. I was afraid to get that far from home. 
We were a close family. So I enrolled in the 
University of Maryland's master's degree 
program in animal science, with a major in¬ 
terest in reproductive physiology. 

"When it looked like my father was holding 
his own, I went on to veterinary school—at 
Georgia because an agreement between that 
school and Maryland offered Maryland stu¬ 
dents in-state tuition rates and believe me 
|hat mattered—and then my father died dur¬ 
ing my first year in vet school," says Dr. 
howman. 

In his veterinary student days he milked 
cows before classes in the morning and held 
^ variety of other part-time jobs. "Those 
^cre rough years and I really had no inten- 
hon of going on to school after that. I did 
Very well in clinical medicine, but I was not 
^n outstanding scholar. However, I did 
graduate sixth or seventh in my class. 

"I wanted to go to work for a small animal 
practitioner in Arbutus, Dr. Howard Hine, a 
^an who had become my friend. He hired 
the summer after my sophomore year in 
Veterinary school when he needed help be¬ 
cause he had a broken hand. I had done a lot 
of work under his guidance. But in my senior 
year we agreed his practice would not sup¬ 
port us both, and I started looking around for 
alternatives. 

"Horses appealed to me, so I applied for 
Ihe internship at the University of Pennsyl¬ 
vania and got it. It was a program dealing 
)vith any and all species, but I was most 
interested in horses. My training at the New 
Bolton Center was directly responsible for 
professional pride." 

Dr. Bowman found academic medicine 
Enormously rewarding. 


10 p.m. Emergency repair work accomplished, 
the Bowmans go to check on other horses. 
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"At some point I may get out of private 
practice and go someplace where I only have 
to concentrate on animals, like I did during 
my internship. I'm not as interested in mak¬ 
ing money as I am in working on horses. I'd 
really be quite content being a VISTA volun¬ 
teer working on cattle in India. 

"I detest the business end of veterinary 
medicine. I hate it to the point where I've lost 
clients because I take such a long time getting 
mv bills out," adds Dr. Bowman. 

But his worst frustration comes from 
working hard and long with mares, then 
having the foals aborted or die early. '"That 
really hurts," says Dr. Bowman. "It has 
taken me a long time to realize just how 
precarious pregancy is. Especially in the case 
of mares which have had a history of repro¬ 
ductive problems." 


To relieve some of the tensions from his 
work. Dr. Bowman frequently turns to rac- 
quetball. He also plans to coach at a New 
England soccer school in the late summer. 
But his greatest recreational outlet is the 
Washington College soccer team, which he's 
helped coach for 10 years. 

There's hardly a sport Dr. Bowman 
doesn't enjoy, and he says he's played them 
all. A one-time semi-professional football 
player, he didn't even take up that sport 
until he was a 28-year-old New Bolton Cen¬ 
ter intern. 

The young vet refers to himself as a "jack 
of all trades." Out of modesty, he forgets to 
add he's mastered a few. ^

Gasp Hits Top 

Form, Winning 

Two Stakes For Pat Smith

Dillon G. Smith stood six feet two and a 
half inches. His life was divided into three 
parts—race horses, the trucking business 
and his only child, J. Patrick Smith. 

Wherever Mr. Smith went, Pat was no 
more than a step behind him. And, since he 
also stands six feet two and a half inches, the 
son had no problem being identified. 

Dillon Smith died six years ago, leaving 
Pat two race horses and his freight hauling 
company which consists of 25 trucks operat¬ 
ing between Baltimore and Washington. 

Pat, 37, is perhaps more realistic about 
horses than was his father. 

"Those two horses," says the son, "really 
weren't worth much. So when Dad died, I 


got his trainer (Bob Cremen) to sell them/ 
and for about nine months 1 was out of the 
horse business." 

But being "out of the business" didn't 
mean that Pat lost interest. 

As he had done when his father was alive, 
Smith showed up at Pimlico most every 
morning to watch the workouts and talk to 
fellow horsemen. He was eager to get back in 
the game, but he wanted something more 
than lackluster claimers—the type of animal 
he had been raised with. 

"So one morning," explains Pat, "I was at 
Pimlico with my friend Allan Spath (who is 
also vice-president of Smith's trucking com' 
pany), and we heard that Henry Clark had 
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two unraced Vanderbilt 3-year-olds he 
Wanted to sell. 

"I didn't have a trainer, but I knew lots of 
them. Allan and I decided we wanted to see 
the horses, so we walked over to John Di- 
Natale's barn and asked him if he'd inspect 
them for us. 

"The three of us went to Mr. Clark's barn 
^nd were shown Gasp and Dumbo. The 
price was $15,000 apiece or $25,000 for the 
pair. I personally preferred Dumbo. But Al¬ 
lan thought Gasp had the better pedigree, 
^nd John thought from a conformation 
standpoint that Gasp was the best. 

"It was like a 2-to-l vote with me in the 
minority. And since Allan had agreed to go 
halves with me if we bought a horse, I defer- 
^^d to their judgment. 


"That was how Allan and I came to buy 
Gasp." 

The partnership lasted a year and a half, 
Pat Smith buying out Allan Spath's interest 
long before the horse attained top form. 

Now 6 years old. Gasp is still improving. 

Last month at Bowie, the Tinajero horse 
won two stakes—the $35,000 Goss L. Stryker 
Handicap and the $35,000 Star de Naskra 
Handicap—boosting his lifetime earnings to 
$193,000. Additionally, in the seven-furlong 
Star de Naskra, Gasp equaled the track rec¬ 
ord of 1.21. 

These stakes wins were the first for Gasp 
and the first for his owner, Pat Smith. Pat's 
father spent a lifetime in racing without ever 
having achieved a stakes win. 
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Gasp continued

"My father's greatest claim to fame in the 
horse business,'- says Smith, "was that he 
once owned 50 per cent of Saggy. But that 
was when Saggy was an unnamed yearling. 

"You see Dad and the late Janon Fisher 
were great friends. And every year they'd go 
to Kentucky in late February and buy about 
eight or ten cull yearlings with the thought 
that they'd resell them at auction sales later 
in the year. 

"Well, in 1946 one of those cull yearlings 
they got from Greentree was Saggy. He had 
calf knees and nobody thought he would 
stand training. They sold him in a Pimlico 
yearling auction to Stanley Sagner for $4,700 
and thought they had made a tremendous 
deal." (Saggy, sire of Carry Back, was to win 
six stakes and set a world record for 4V2 
furlongs before breaking down in his 3-year- 
old season.) 

Gasp, an amusingly named 6-year-old son 
of Tinajero and Last Leg by Native Dancer, 
got to the races in 1978 with DiNatale as 
trainer. He won his second start and was 


second in an allowance race in his third and 
final race that year. 

As a 4-year-old (in 1979), Gasp won five 
allowance races and earned $46,200. 

In 1980, the gray horse knocked out 
$80,108 while winning six races—and, con¬ 
tinuing to improve with age, he has already 
won two stakes and over $55,000 in 1981. 

DiNatale, however, has been replaced. 
Not because Smith wanted it that way, but 
because John twice decided to give up his 
career as a race horse trainer. 

After DiNatale, Pat hired, in chronological 
order, Jerry Thurston, Dick Dutrow and 
Donald Hayes as trainer of his one-horse 
stable. 

"It's an odd thing," recalls Pat, "how I 
happened to send Gasp to Donald. 

"You see, back when Dick Dutrow had the 
horse, I was very impressed by Mark Jeffers 
who was Gasp's groom. Mark handled the 
horse just beautifully. He babied him but 
was still firm. He never hit him with a stick 
(which other grooms had done) and when he 
wanted the horse to move around in his stall 
all he had to do was snap his fingers. 
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"Well, I would have stayed with Dutrow, 
except for two things. One was that John 
DiNatale decided to re-enter the game as a 
trainer in March of last year, and I felt I 
should support him. So I took the horse from 
Dutrow and gave him back to John. Then in 
September, John retired for a second time. 
That meant I needed another trainer. But by 
that time, Mark Jeffers wasn't working any 
longer for Dick Dutrow. Instead, he was 
Working for Donald Hayes. 

"Now I had never even met Donald 
Hayes. But I knew his groom, Mark Jeffers, 
^nd I knew I wanted Mark to rub Gasp. So 
that's how I happened to hire Donald." 

Hayes, a relative newcomer to the training 
profession, has done nothing but good with 
the horse. Gasp has made six starts out of 
the Hayes bam and has three wins, two sec¬ 
onds and one third to his credit. And in all 
three of those beaten races, the winner was 
Dave's Friend—perhaps the best sprinter of 
America's 1980 racing season. 

Smith, meanwhile, has been enjoying to 
the absolute limit the success of his stakes 
star. 

He has formed the Gasp fan club (which 
numbers 17 members) and has committed to 
naemory pages of verse penned by Frank 
Spath (brother of Smith's former partner) 
Who is treasurer of the Smith trucking firm 
3nd president of the Gasp fan club. 

At the slightest provocation (and, occa¬ 
sionally, with no provocation) Pat Smith will 
t^^gin reciting what he calls the Gasp Na- 
Honal Anthem which begins 

Gasp is my name 
Racing's my game . . . 

Pat's wife, Sandy, shares his enthusiasm. 

"'Sometimes," laughs Pat, "we fall asleep 

night reciting the anthem." 

He adds: "One day at the office I had a 
lady call me up and ask how much the dues 
Were for the Gasp fan club. She said she 
Wanted to join. Well, we took her in at the 
^Sht price—no initiation fee and no dues. 
The onlv thing vou get from your member¬ 
ship is the right to have fun and relax at the 
^^ce tracks—while, of course, rooting your 
Inngs out for Gasp." 


Donald E. Hayes; 
'He Does Anything 
He Wants To Do' 

Although he is 41 years old, Donald E. 
Hayes has been a professional race horse 
trainer for only five years. 

Raised on a farm in Charles City (Va.) 
where his family grew com, soy beans, 
wheat, barley and rye, Donald didn't 
quite know what he wanted to do after 
graduating from Virginia Commonwealth 
University. 

"So," he says, "I became a professional 
pool player." 

For five years he alternated between the 
family's farm and pool tournaments. 
Then he opened a clothing store in Rich¬ 
mond and, somewhat later, began dab¬ 
bling in show horses. 

"When my daughter Kim (who is now 
19) went to her first day of kindergarten, 
her teacher called me up that night and 
said she wanted to tell me the cutest 
thing. She said she asked Kim what her 
father did. She said Kim thought for about 
20 seconds and replied: 'He does anything 
he wants to do.' 

"And I guess that's the way I've lived 
my life. 

"For the past five or so years. I've 
wanted to train horses. And it's such a 
challenge, such an endless puzzle, I can't 
ever imagine doing anything else." 

Before he took out his trainer's license, 
Hayes was an owner. 

"1 got into the game more or less right," 
he says. "I didn't start out with anything 
cheaper than $8,500 claimers. My first 
horse (Averton's Pride) won his second 
start. I tried always to surround myself 
with first class advisors.

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Gasp continued 

Despite their success with Gasp, Pat and 
Sandy Smith have not added to their racing 
stable. And this bothers their 41-year-old 
trainer. 

"Come on, Pat," he admonishes his own¬ 
er, "why don't you do something sensible 
with all the money this horse has earned for 
you? Like take $100,000 and buy three year¬ 
lings or at least claim something decent?" 

Pat smiles his friendliest grin at his trainer 
and says nothing. He seems to be thinking, 
"I didn't come around yesterday." 

And for those who can remember Dillon 
Smith being trailed around Pimlico by his 
extra tall son, there is no disputing Pat's ex¬ 
perience. 

Finally, in a low voice—so low that it's 
almost said to no one—Pat responds to Don¬ 
ald. "You know," he savs, "I'm awfully 
happy the wav things are going. And my 
horse is happv. And happiness is the thing 
that counts." □

"And I've tried to continue that idea 
with my help. At one time, three of my 
four grooms were college graduates. And 
my foreman, John Hicks, is a V.P.I. grad¬ 
uate with a degree in animal husbandry. 

"In running my stable, I regard myself 
as the president of a corporation. It's me 
who puts it all together. I hire the help and 
oversee the operation. But I let each de¬ 
partment have a degree of authority. 

"For my 14 horses (all quartered at 
Laurel) I have one foreman, three grooms, 
three hotwalkers, two exercise boys 
(Richard Duncan and Richard Hale) and 
one trainer—me. 

"That's ten people for 14 horses. And 
everyone asks why it costs so much to 
train horses!" 

Donald credits Qiarlie Lewis and Dick 
Dutrow as being his two main mentors, 
while acknowledging that he owes a lot of 
thanks to many other horsemen. 

"I've got 11 owners for the 14 horses, 
my biggest owner having two horses. 
And two of the 11 don't own any horses at 
all because their only one was claimed and 
they haven't claimed anything back as 
yet." 

Gasp is Hayes' second stakes winner, 
the first being Coppa Brook who won 
Keystone's Villager Stakes in December. 

"So far," he adds, "I've started horses 
in nine stakes. And eight of those start¬ 
ers finished in the money, three of them 
winning. That's too high an average to 
maintain. But I'm enjoying it while I've 
got it." 

Donald's wife, Barbara, lives in Charles 
City with their two children, Kim and 
Phil, 17. But Donald himself spends about 
"85 per cent of his life" in Maryland with 
his horses. He notes that he and his fore¬ 
man jointly own a house in Elkridge 
where they live in separate apartments. 

Asked how his pool game was faring 
now that he's a race tracker, Hayes re¬ 
plied: "I think I'm still good enough to 
beat most of my friends, but I'd hate to go 
up against an enemy." □

Dancing Count's Daughter 


The 3-year-old filly Dance Forth, a daugh¬ 
ter of Dancing Count, closed out her juvenile 
season with a victory in the $20,000 Bicker 
Stakes at the Fair Grounds on December 27. 
The Maryland-bred has been defeated only 
once in four starts. 

Bred by Dr. Tom Bowman, Dance Forth is 
trained by Bud Delp. She is out of the Time 
Tested mare Fourth Dimension. 

Dancing Count, a son of Northern Dancer, 
is the sire of six stakes winners. He stands at 
Shamrock Farm for a fee of $2,500 as the 
property of a syndicate. 

Double Duty Stallion 

A 9-year-old stallion bred and raced by 
Ephraim Winer's Hill-N-Dale Farm is doing 
duty as both a riding horse and breeding 
animal for his present 71-year-old owner, 
Ginnie Moss. 

The horse. What a Tele, is by What Luck 
out of Telepathy. On the track, he won three 
races and over $27,000. 

Feeling that those credentials were insuffi¬ 
cient for stud duty here at home, Mr. Winer 
gave What a Tele to Mrs. Moss who lives in 
Southern Pines, S.C. 

In a recent letter, Mrs. Moss sent this re¬ 
port on her stallion: 

"What a Tele is doing so well for me and 
seems so happy going out through the coun¬ 
try seeing sights, having a drink out of the 
stream, and jumping over little fences along 
the way. 

"He is intelligent and kind, and I think 
with a little time and experience he may have 
me, at 71 years, hunting a stallion one more 
time! 


"I can't tell you how much I think of What 
a Tele because my vocabulary is inadequate 
to express the depth of my feelings. All I can 
say is that he and I have fallen in love! 

"Every time he hears my voice he nickers 
and comes over to me. Since I don't feed 
sugar, carrots or such to my horses, it's got to 
be love." 

Mr. Winer says What a Tele is being bred 
to "about a half dozen mares" each year. 

"Mrs. Moss runs a mostly hunter opera¬ 
tion," says Mr. Winer. "She has a big, beau¬ 
tiful farm. Almost as pretty as Calumet. Mrs. 
Winer and I got to know her through Nancy 
Sweet-Escott who breaks our yearlings for 
us in Southern Pines. 

"We also gave Mrs. Moss a broodmare for 
her hunter operation. She was a twin by 
Protanto out of Devotedly which we failed to 
register with The Jockey Club before their 
deadline. The fact that the mare doesn't have 
papers doesn't bother Mrs. Moss. She bred 
her to What a Tele and has a handsome year¬ 
ling colt out of the mare. He ought to make a 
terrific hunter." 

Pimlico Wins Award 

Pimlico was honored last month at the an' 
nual Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
dinner for its press guide book which cov¬ 
ered the 1980 racing season. 

The press book, edited and compiled by j 
Sam Siciliano, won the second annual award 
over two deadheating runners-up. The sec- ! 
ond place finishers were the NYRA and | 
Santa Anita. 

First Maryland foal of 1981 was this 
filly by Distant Land dropped at Edmarve 
Farm on January 6. Dam is Ball Girl who 
is being bred back to Double Zeus* 
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Pimlico will conduct a 108-day meeting 
this year at which 25 stakes worth $1,160,000 
will be offered. The session will begin March 
16. 

The Preakness, which carries a $200,000 
purse, will be run on May 16. 

A new name for the Survivor Stakes has 
been chosen bv Pimlico, it now being known 
as the Federico Tesio. The Tesio is a Mary¬ 
land Fund event for 3-year-olds and will be 
run at a mile and a sixteenth on March 21. 

Tesio is generally regarded as the premier 
Thoroughbred breeder of all time. His name 
has been publicized in Maryland in recent 
years because of the Sons of Italy's Federico 
Tesio awards dinner which this year will be 
held at Martin's West on Februarv 27. 



Pool Court To Stud 

Pool Court, a graded stakes winner of over 
$134,000, has been acquired for stud duty by 
Green Willow Farms in Westminster. The 
6-year-old son of T.V. Lark boasts a superb 
pedigree in that he is one of four stakes win¬ 
ners produced by his dam. 

Owned by Dogwood Farm, Pool Court 
will stand for a live foal fee of $1,500. Carolvn 
Green, owner of Green Willow Farms, also 
reports that the horse will be syndicated. 

Pool Court achieved his best forni in 1980, 
winning the $125,000 New Orleans Hand¬ 
icap (Grade III), while placing in two other 
stakes. 

T.V. Lark won $902,000 and was Ameri¬ 
ca's champion grass horse in 1961. He has 
sired more than 45 stakes winners, including 
Quack, Buffalo Lark and T.V. Commercial. 

Pool Court's dam is Dodge Me, a daughter 
of The Doge. Dodge Me has also produced 
Barelv Even ($300,000), Barelv Once 
($239,000) and Belleof Dodge Me ($118,000). 

Coppabarb To Maryland 

Coppabarb, sire of Coppa Brook, recent 
winner of Keystone's Villager Stakes, has 
been moved to Derby Hill Farm in Mount 
Airy, Md., where he will stand for a live foal 
fee of $1,000. 

Sired by Barbizon, Coppabarb is out of 
Coppahaunk, winner of Bowie's Burch 
Handicap and 20 other races. Coppahaunk 
also equaled the five-furlong track record at 
Laurel. 

Coppabarb has sired only four foals to 
race, having been used almost as a private 
stallion while in Virginia. It was the perfor-

mance of Coppa Brook in the Villager Stakes 
which resulted in the stallion's recent syndi¬ 
cation and transfer to Maryland. 

The stallion stands 16.3 hands and was 
himself a stakes winner of over $66,000.

Mr. Baggins became the first stakes win¬ 
ner for his sire Christopher R. last month 
when he won Bowie's $35,000 Prince 
Georges over a mile and a sixteenth course. 

Owned and bred by Donelson Christmas

topher R. The stallion stands at Rooney's 
Shamrock Farm in Woodbine.

As a result of an allergy suffered last year, Skip- 
er's Friend went from winning Bowie's Goss L. 
trvker Handicap and a division of Pimlico's City 
of Baltimore Handicap to getting beaten by 29, 22 
and 23 lengths, respectively, in his next three 


races. His owner-trainer Bob Beall explained the 
difficulties. 

"I know it (an allergy) is out of the ordinary," said 
Beall, "but when the yellow pollens came out 
Skipper just couldn't breathe properly and he 
went right down hill. We took him off hay and in 
October Dr. Robert Vallance began treating him 
with new medication." 

The 5-year-old son of Friend's Choice and the 
Centime mare Steel Time exhibited signs of full 
recovery as he took hold of the pace by the first call 
and set his own fractions throughout the 
1 Vi6-mile, $50,000 Resolution Handicap. Through 
the homelane ’^Frejus cut into the winner's lead 
but still had to settle for the place, beaten four and 
a half lengths. Wind Change was third, finishing 
four and a quarter lengths behind *Frejus. Skip¬ 
per's Friend's winning time of 1:45% was 4% sec¬ 
onds slower than the track record. 

Skipper's Friend's dam. Steel Time, herself a win¬ 
ner of $17,760, has produced five starters, all win¬ 
ners, including Going Bananas ($52,063), Festive 
Queen ($25,433), Spike ($14,678) and Salt Queen 
(^,720). She also has an unraced full sister to her 
stakes winner named Jamie's Friend. 

A son of Crimson Satan, Friend's Choice raced six 
years and was a winner of seven allowance races 
and one maiden contest, earning $50,169. He is 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Robert L. Beall and stands 
at their Friend's Choice Farm, near Davidsonville, 
for a $5,000 live foal fee. Already he has sired two 
stakes winners in 1981, his Dave's Friend having 
captured Bowie's Southern Maryland Handicap 
just two days after Skipper's Friend's stakes score.

Although What a Michael had been beaten by 
Century Prince in their three previous encounters 
by mar^ns of 3V2, 5V2 and 4 lengths, respectively, 
trainer Richard E. Du trow was not opposed to 
another confrontation between the gelding and 
his nemesis. Du trow did, however, opt for an 
equipment change, putting blinkers on his horse 
for the first time. 

"Century Prince is a nice colt," said Du trow, "but 
he's not Superman. What a Michael is a nice 
horse, too, but his success has been compromised 
bv his running greenly and being disqualified

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from winning on two occasions. In ten races 
'Mike' has been beaten by only three horses: Cen¬ 
tury Prince, Jungle Jove (both stakes winners) and 
Hard Hit." 

Despite Dutrow's sentiments the l-to-5 favorite in 
the field of four for the seven-furlong, $35,000 E. 
Palmer Heagerty Stakes, a Maryland Fund event, 
was Century Prince. Century Prince broke first 
from the gate and set the pace through the first 
five furlongs. But jockey Bill Passmore, aboard 
What a Michael, refused to allow the favorite to 
draw away as he moved What a Michael up to 
challenge at the top of the stretch. Through the 
homelane What a Michael went from second, a 
half-length back, to register a neck decision over 
Century Prince. Third, another ten lengths back, 
was Boston Tea. The winner's time of 1:24% was 
3% seconds off the track standard. 

Following the Heagerty Stakes What a Michael 
came up sore. A closer examination was taken and 


x-rays revealed he had incurred a chip in his knee 
during the running of the race. The infirmity will 
require several months of recuperation. 

What a Michael was bred by Barry H. Casper and 
is campaigned by Barry's brother Michael Casper. 
The 3-year-old gelding is by What Luck out of the 
Hill Prince mare Ivy Hill. She, a winner of four 
races and $15,315, is a 100 per cent producer, all 
seven of her foals having been winners. What a 
Michael is the 18-year-old mare's first stakes win¬ 
ner, although she has produced the good winners 
Steel 'n Velvet ($59,900), a Frankie's Nod filly; 
Ivy's Imp ($30,620), an Impetuosity filly; Misty 
Nuggett ($24,129), a Frankie's Nod colt; and Ivy 
Snow ($27,530), a Dancing Count filly. 

What Luck stood at Polinger Farm, near Olney, 
Md., from 1971 through the 1973 season, before 
being sold. He presently stands at Walmac- 
Wamerton International Farm, near Lexington, 
Ky., at private treaty. What a Michael is his 17th 
stakes winner.

Prior to Keystone's $25,000 Gallant Bob Handicap, 
trainer Danny Perlsweig correctly predicted how 


his charge Georgeandthedragon would perform. 
Said Perlsweig, "He's good right now and I expect 
him to run to his form," which is exactly what the 
Lord Gaylord colt did, registering a two-length 
victory. 

Breaking from the number six post position in a 
field of eight, Georgeandthedragon was away in 
good order and jockey Jorge Tejeira quickly 
tucked him in behind the early pacesetter, Pru- 
nay. The latter showed the way through a quarter 
in :22y5 and a half in :44%. At that point, Tejeira 
reached back and tapped Georgeandthedragon a 
few times with his stick, which proved to be all the 
prompting he needed. The huskily built colt went 
Dy the eighth pole in 1:09% and completed the 
seven-furlong stakes in 1:22%, just one second off 
the track mark. 

The Gallant Bob Handicap was Georgeandthedra- 
gon's third stakes score, he having previously tal¬ 
lied in the Autumn Handicap and Philmont 
Stakes, both at Kevstone last year. His dam, the 
King Hairan mare Dear Ethel, also possessed great 
speed, setting a new track record and tying a 
world mark for four and a half furlongs at now- 
defunct Miles Park in Louisville, Ky., on Inde¬ 
pendence Day 1967. Other winners yielded by the 
$10,851 earner include an Ambernash filly. Dear 
Spring ($47,423), a Barbizon filly, Glenn's Garden 
($16,135) and a full sister to her added-money 
winning son. Lady Glenn ($14,640). 

Lord Gaylord is also the sire of the stakes winners 
Lord Avie, the 1980 Eclipse award-winning 2- 
year-old colt and leading Kentucky Derby conten¬ 
der, and Gaylord Dancer, winner of the Settler's 
Sorority Stakes. The 11-year-old son of Sir Gay¬ 
lord and the ’^Ambiorix mare Miss Glamour Gal 
stands at J.W.Y. Martin Jr.'s Worthington Farms 
and is booked full for 1981.

As the leading active Maryland-bred money win¬ 
ner (tenth among all-time Maryland-bred money 
winners), Dave's Friend has registered ten stakes 
scores, established four track records and earned 
$521,672. Named Marvland-bred champion of 
1980 and best 3-year-old of 1978, the 6-year-old 
gelded son of Friend's Choice and the Due de Fer 


mare Due's Tina narrowly missed Eclipse sprint 
honors. Of all Maryland-breds in training, he 
probably has the best opportunity of overtaking 
the record total of $802,615 set by Find, who won 
orplaced in 50 stakes during the 1950's and early 
1960's. Aided by higher purse money than was 
available in Find's days, Dave's Friend is only a 
few stakes victories shy of Find's total. 

For Dave's Friend the 1981 campaign began ex¬ 
actly the same way the 1980 season started as he 
captured Bowie's Southern Maryland Handicap. 
The second time around racing secretary Larry 
Abbundi attempted to make the race a more sport¬ 
ing affair by assigning him topweight of 129 
pounds, an impost Dave's Friend had never previ¬ 
ously carried. Still Bob Beall's prize homebred 
aired by four and a half lengths. 

"Dave's Friend really surprised me," said Beall. 
"It was one of his easiest wins. That 129 pounds 
was a lot of weight and I had reservations about 
the race. But I guess the fact that the track tight¬ 
ened up had a lot to do with the way he ran. I think 
just about all speed horses love a fast track and 
Dave's Friend likes to hear his feet rattle." 

Beall now plans to freshen Dave's Friend, keeping 
him in light training for the next couple of months 
in an effort to maintain his horse in top shape 
without being assessed imposts of 130 pounds or 
more. Beall can afford to give his top horse a break 
from the races, with the stable's number two 
horse. Skipper's Friend, also by Friend's Choice, 
winning Bowie's New Year's Day feature, the 
$50,000 Resolution Handicap, two days prior to 
Dave's Friend's latest stakes decision. 

"When I bring Dave's Friend back," added Beall, 
"I'm going to stretch him out so we can avoid 
carrying so much weight. He can run longer. The 
reason I kept him sprinting last year was because I 
wanted an Eclipse championship. But he won 
pretty easy going a mile at Laurel in 1:35 a few 
weeks ago, and he set a Pimlico track record for a 
mile and an eighth, winning the Marylander 
Handicap as a 3-year-old, beating some pretty 
good horses. 

"Dave's Friend is really a remarkable horse. Cer¬ 
tainly the best I could ever hope to have."

Graceful Landing, at odds of 45-to-l, came 
on strong to finish third, beaten a nose by Exclu¬ 
sive Image for second. The winner's six furlong 
time was 1:11. 

The Pan Zareta was the sixth stakes victory and 
tenth win overall for Rolling Mill, a full sister to 
Spot Two ($145,690, Milady and Queen Anne 
Handicaps). Besides producing her two stakes 
winners. One Spot has yielded the winners Spot- 
aglee ($31,744) by Hagley, Amber Spot ($8,862) by 
Ambemash and One O'Qock Rock ($14,955) by 
Rock Talk. The 14-year-old broodmare also has a 
3-year-old full sister to her added-money win¬ 
ners, What a Spot, and a 2-year-old half-sister by 
Limit to Reason, Spot One. 

A stakes winner of $138,088 by Olden Times, 
Hagley is the sire of nine stakes winners from 
eignt racing crops. Residing at Mr. and Mrs. James 
P. Mills' Hickory Tree Farm near Middleburg, Va., 
he stands for $10,000 live foal. In addition to Rol¬ 
ling Mill he sired three other 1980 stakes win¬ 
ners—Lou's Gretchen, Pepi Wiley and Prince 
Hagley.

After gaining command of the first division of the 
Appleton Handicap in early stretch on the turf at 
Gulfstream Park, North Course, in receipt of five 
pounds from highweighted Proctor, managed to 
fend off the late rush of that rival in registering an 
upset ^4 length victory. Finishing second was 
Proctor, the 3-to-2 favorite, who beat Royal Cen¬ 
turion by % length for the place money. North 
Course's winning time of 1:34% for the mile stakes 
was Vs second faster than the time for the second 
division. 

The Appleton provided North Course with his 
initial stakes success of the 1981 season and his 
sixth added-money tally overall. The gray son of 
Northern Jove and the Irish Lancer mare Irish 
Course has been a stakes winner in each of the 
past four years. North Course was the runner-up 
to Mrs. Helen Polinger's Advan as the 1980 MHBA 
turf horse of the year. A homebred of the Helmore 
Farm of Edgar M. Lucas, he is one of sb< stakes 
winners bred by his owner. 

In addition to North Course, Irish Course has 
produced five starters, three of them winners. She 
is a stakes winner herself, having captured the 
Patricia A. Stakes while earning $44,982. She was 
produced from the winning mare Best Course, 
claimed by Mr. Lucas for $12,500 in the early 
1960's. Best Course earned $39,562, including a 
third in the 1964 Regret Handicap. Irish Course 
was sold in the 1975 Maryland Fall Mixed Sale for 
$15,000 after having delivered North Course the 
previous spring. 

North Course became Northern Jove's initial 
stakes winner when he captured Monmouth's 
Lamplighter Handicap in July of 1978. Since that 
time the Northern Dancer stallion has had the 
2-year-old filly co-champion of 1978 Candy Eclair, 
as well as stakes-winning Northern Jay, Jungle 
Jove and Lady Jove. At the conclusion of the 1979 
breeding season he was moved from Helmore 
Farm in Howard county, currently the site of 
Jerold C. Hoffberger's Sunset Hill Farm, to Leslie 
Combs II's Spendthrift Farm near Lexington, Ky. 
Northern Jove was bred by Peter Fuller 




had saddled a stakes winner since sending out the 
colt's half-sister Nobulee ($132,131) to win the 
Majorette Handicap at Timonium in 1979. 

From wire to wire in the mile and a sixteenth 
Prince Georges Stakes, Mr. Baggins set the pace, 
although it was his initial effort around two turns. 
He scored a length and a half victory over Rowdy 
Rudy, who finished four and a half lengths the 
better of Aztec Crown. The Prince Georges also 
was the first stakes victory for apprentice rider 
Shannon J. Sullivan. 

Named for a character in J.R. Tolkien's The Hobbit, 
Mr. Baggins was produced from the Piano Jim 
mare Shiralee, a daughter of Donelson Christmas 
Jr.'s first broodmare. Sharing, who was given to 
him by his father 19 years ago. The 18-year-old 
broodmare is also the dam of the winners Nighcut 
($52,510) by Bold Monarch, Swaggy ($42,786) by 
Rambunctious, Winago ($27,560) by Restless Na¬ 


tive and Superspook ($12,604) by Bold Monarch. 
Shiralee also has an unnamed 2-year-old colt by 
Ramaru. 

Donelson Christmas Jr. said of his stakes winner's 
namesake, "Mr. Baggins was the hero—the man 
who slew the dragon. He was known and re¬ 
spected for his courage and good luck. Now that's 
a nice name for a horse, isn't it?" 

Mr. Baggins is the first stakes winner for his sire 
Christopher R., the leading Maryland freshman 
sire in number of winners, with seven from 10 
starters last year. He was also the leading fresh¬ 
man sire nationally in percentage of winners (54 
per cent) from registered foals (13). The 1974 
champion Maryland-bred 3-year-old was a win¬ 
ner of 22 races in 42 starts and $405,515. The 10- 
year-old son of Loom and the ’^Cavan mare Rita 
Marie stands at Arthur J. Rooney's Shamrock 
Farm near Woodbine, Md., for $2,500 live foal.

The colt still ran second, which was a 
credit to his courage, but for him, the Triple 
Crown was out after the Everglades." 

His 1980 comeback was by no means sensational 
but the son of Irish Castle and the Loom mare 
Royal Loom did receive enough local support to 
be named top Maryland-bred 3-year-old colt, the 
second time in a row he was named best of his 
division. 

Irish Tower's 1981 campaign has demonstrated 
that he has completely recovered from his injury. 
In three races thus far in 1981, including two 
$50,000 stakes, the Aqueduct and Stymie Hand¬ 
icaps, he has a combined margin of victory of 30 
lengths. In all three outings, he was first at every 
call. The Daily Racing Form's comment line, giving 
a capsule description of a horse's p>erformance, 
said of his last three outings, respectively, "easily, 
handily and easily." 

The Glade Valley Farm-bred colt was a $30,000 
graduate of the 1978 Eastern Fall Sale. He carried 
the silks of his second owner, Hugh A. Grant, to 
victory in both the Primer and Kindergarten 
Stakes, but was sold again at public auction (for 
$375,000) following Mr. Grant's death in 1979. The 
buyers were Malcolm Winfield and Stanley 
Hough. In their colors he has captured five added- 
money events. Earlier this month they sold a 75 
er cent interest in their colt for an unreported 
gure to Happy Valley Farm and Steven Peskoff. 
The horse will continue to race in New York under 
Hough's guidance.

Breeders Conference's 
Taped Lectures - Part 4 

Prominent horse lawyer Tad Davis discusses proposed changes 
in federal tax regulations and how they will affect the industry. 


Faulconer: As I told you earlier. Tad Davis 
has his own law firm and among his clients is 
the American Horse Council and for the next 
few minutes he is going to talk about federal 
legislation. 

Davis: I'll try to run through with you real 
quickly some of the legislative proposals that 
are on the horizon and I think from a horse 
owner's and breeder's standpoint the future 
looks very good. Most of you are aware that 
there has been a great political dialogue, if 
not lots of political rhetoric, going on be¬ 
tween the Republicans and the Democrats 
over whether there would be, in fact, a tax 
reduction bill in 1980, effective 1981. By vote 
in the Senate last Friday it's pretty much 
dead for 1980. The Democrats voted down 
the Republicans for any kind of tax legisla¬ 
tion hitting the Senate floor at least between 
now and the November elections. There's a 
possibility that something could be dis¬ 
cussed in the lame duck session but the 
House of Representatives has done nothing 
and it's now a guess—and I think it's as close 
to a certainty as you can guess when you 
start talking about Congress—that there will 
be no major piece of tax legislation this year. 
But 1 believe that the Senate Finance Com¬ 
mittee bill, which they approved a couple of 
months ago—I guess it's about six weeks ago 
now—is going to be the starting point for 
next year's tax legislation and both President 
Carter and potential President Reagan and 
the leaders of the Congress also have all said 
we need a tax bill. The question was whether 
they were going to enact it before or after the 
election. So there will be a tax bill in 1981, I 
think probably during the first six months, 
and it will include major revisions in the 
depreciation rules, the horse business as 
well as any other business. Because I think 


that bill is so important in the concept that it 
sets forward I believe I would like to go 
through it with you. I think it's food for 
thought; I think there are some pros and 
cons for the horse business. I have not ex¬ 
pressed this publicly before but I mentioned 
it to Rich (Rolapp). Maybe the rules are too 
good in some cases. Maybe the horse indus¬ 
try ought to decide whether they're starting 
to create something that would bring in too 
much tax benefits, to the extent the econom¬ 
ics completely goes out the window. Tm sure 
if I polled the room that 50 per cent would 
say that there's no tax law that's too good for 
us—we'll take everything we can get—and 
the other half would say yes, but think about 
the long run. I don't know what the answer 
is. But I will say that there're going to be 
some changes and I think they're going to be 
very favorable changes. So let me briefly run 
through what the Senate Finance Committee 
did and if you have some questions, maybe 
we'll have a couple of minutes for that be¬ 
cause I think it's going to put everybody's 
hand on his head, scratching a little. 

The new depreciation rule that they 
adopted in the Finance Committee we call 
the simplified cost recovery act—ten, seven, 
four, two. It really means that all property of 
a personal property nature—not buildings, 
but equipment, horses, machinery, etc.—are 
divided into four classes. One of them is a 
ten-year class, one of them is a seven-year 
class, one of them is a four-year class and one 
of them is a two-year class. What it means is 
that all your business property would be 
placed in one of those four accounts and 
written off over that period. The period is 
based on what the present asset depreciation 
range rules are today. So in the case of hors¬ 
es—breeding horses, whether it be stallions 
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or broodmares—the asset depredation 
range midpoint life is 10 years now with the 
IRS. It would go to four years. Basically the 
rules reduce the depredation down to any¬ 
where from 40 to 60 per cent of what the rules 
are today so breeding horses would be sub¬ 
ject to a four-year useful life. In addition to 
that, the taxpayer can elect every year 
whether to use 200 per cent or 150 per cent or 
100 per cent of the straight line rates. So, on a 
four-year life, you're talking about 25 per 
cent a year but if you use the 200 per cent 
that's 50 per cent that you can write off a 
breeding horse in the first 12-month period. 
In addition, they assume a half-year depred¬ 
ation on all assets you put into service which 
means that if you bought a $100,000 brood¬ 
mare, or whatever horse, the first year you 
would add $50,000 to the account and the 
next year you'd add the other 50 so you'd get 
200 per cent depredation or 50 per cent of the 
$50,000 you put into the account the first 
year and then you would get the other 50 per 
cent the next year so you're really talking 
about writing off a substantial portion of a 
breeding animal within the first 18 months. 
What you do is you put it in this account and 


then every year you take a percentage of the 
account. The percentage is based on what¬ 
ever the account balance is at the end of the 
year. If you add new assets to it then that 
raises the account and you can elect any rate 
you want to for that account every year. You 
can change back and forth from straight line 
rate to 150 or the 200 per cent rate and you 
have a lot of flexibility. 

What about race horses? There is no IRS 
guideline for race horses now. Under the law 
as it was approved by the Finance Commit¬ 
tee the IRS would be required—the Treasury 
Department in connection with the IRS—to 
add guidelines for any asset that there is not 
a guideline for now. Conceivably, race hors¬ 
es would be subject to the two-year account 
which would mean if you bought a $100,000 
yearling in the fall sale, $50,000 would go 
into the account this year and you could 
write off 100 per cent of it because you can 
use two times straight line or straight line or 
150. And the other $50,000 would be com¬ 
pletely written off the next year. 

Now you see what happens when you 
start talking about that much tax benefit, that 
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Conference continued 

quickly? But if that were to be the case—if 
race horses were to go into the two-year ac¬ 
count—it really means that they would be 
written off in 18 months. Fifty thousand dol¬ 
lars could be totally written off the first year 
and the other $50,000 would be written off 
the second year, regardless of when you 
purchased it during the year, even if you did 
it on December 31. All the rules that I've been 
talking about before about placed into ser¬ 
vice and all the other things that I keep warn¬ 
ing people about go completely out the win¬ 
dow. 

The most interesting part—to some extent 
the Catch-22—of the new rules is that when 
you sell horses that have been depreciated 
out of one of these accounts you would not 
be taxed on the gain, to the extent that it 
doesn't reduce your total account in the four- 
year range, for example, below zero. If you 
have $100,000 of depreciable horses at the 
end of the year, or say the beginning of the 
year, and you sold a horse for $100,000 and 
you bought nothing else, then you would 
have no gain on that horse even though you 
had a zero basis because you'd depreciated it 
all the way down. But if you sold it for

$150,000 and your account at the end of the 
year was $100,000 you'd have a $50,000 gain, 
ordinary rates. They would do away with the 
capital gains treatment, which is the Catch- 
22, on the sale of breeding horses, or any 
other business property. You can sell them 
out of the account and as long as you sell 
enough horses that the sales prices don't 
reduce your depreciation account below 
zero. You can postpone gain forever, never 
pay any tax on it. You can also purchase 
horses during the year, put half the value 
into the account, and raise it back to keep 
from paying taxes, so there would be an in¬ 
definite postponement as long as you kept 
your business going and expanding. In other 
words, to the extent that you're replacing 
your assets, or you expand your assets, you 
never pay any tax. But for those who want 
capital gain treatment, you wouldn't be able 
to get it. Except that there's one little excep¬ 
tion in there that says in the case of livestock 
you can elect not to use the new rules—you 
can keep the capital gain treatment. So what 
it means is that if you were under these rules 
you could start picking out the horses that 
you're likely to sell within two years and put 






them in the new depredation rules and 
horses you're likely to want to keep for two 
years you can keep under the old rules. 
That's what it amounts to. So that's where 
you'd end up probably. 

Salvage value. Remember the salvage val¬ 
ue problems that Don Sturgill and I have had 
on a few horses—trying to decide whether 
you depredate during the racing life of a 
horse the animal down below his salvage 
value and therefore get into the problem that 
the IRS will disallow your depreciation de¬ 
duction? Salvage value is done away with, 
no longer a part of the depreciation rules 
under the new bill. 

In the case of like kind exchanges and in¬ 
voluntary conversions and things like that 
they would merely wash out in your ac¬ 
count—you'd just keep whatever the basis 
was that was in the property before and it 
stays on as it is. 

I think you can tell that this is probably the 
most radical departure in the depredation 
and in the whole tax concept that we've had 


since I've been watching tax legislation, 
probably since 1954 and maybe back earlier. 

When would these rules be effective? For 
assets placed into service in 1981. That means 
that if you're buying horses late this year that 
you don't have to use this year—and if 
they're breeding animals that you can't use— 
you might want to make sure that you docu¬ 
ment them. Either take delivery after the first 
of the year or, if you do take delivery, make 
sure you say that it's not placed into service. 
The easiest thing is to buy it now and take 
delivery on January 1. Why? If you want the 
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Conference continued 

new depredation rules, regardless of what 
they are, whether they be better or worse 
than where we are today, you're going to be 
better off next year unequivocally. Work out 
deals where you can take delivery next year 
if you can. 

What about buildings and depreciable real 
property? They don't really change those 
rules as dramatically as the Finance Commit¬ 
tee bill—all new buildings would be subject 
to a 20-year useful life and depreciated on 
the straight line basis. There are some spedal 
rules for owner-occupied industrial struc¬ 
tures. I don't think they would have much 
effect for the horse business. 

Investment tax credit rules would be 
changed. Instead of the investment tax credit 
now that says 10 per cent for seven-year life

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or more and a 6.6 per cent rate in the five-to- 
seven-year life category and a 3.3 per cent for 
the three-to-five-year category—that's the 
present law—the new rules would say seven 
years or more, 10 per cent. Everything in the 
four-year account would get a 6 per cent 
credit and everything in the two-year ac¬ 
count would get a 2.5 per cent investment tax 
credit. I'm talking about horses but this is for 
everything. And also, in terms of the 6 per 
cent investment tax credit. I'm not going to 
make any predictions any more but there's 
still an effort going on by the American 
Horse Council to try to make sure that horses 
come into the new rules as eligible for the 
investment tax credit. We went through this 
once before and I got everybody up and the 
next thing we knew the conference dropped 
our provision so I'm not going to get every¬ 
body up right now but I would say that we're 
working on it in 1981 and I'm optimistic. 
Again, the new rules would be applicable in 
1981 for real property. The investment tax 
credit rules would be applicable for 1981. 

Capital gains deductions. The Senate Fi¬ 
nance Committee changed it from 60 per 
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cent to 70 per cent which means that on 
capital gains you would only be taxed on 30 
per cent of your profit. Since they also re¬ 
duced the maximum rate on individual taxes 
down to 67 per cent from 70 the effective 
capital gains rate, at a maximum, would be 
20 point some odd per cent. That provision is 
effective in the Senate bill as of this year, in 
August. Unfortunately, I think that will fall 
aside if they don't get around to doing any¬ 
thing this year which, as I said, they won't. I 
W’ould say by the middle of next year you will 
see a tax bill that has major depreciation 
changes and that should be, I believe, some¬ 
where along the lines that we're talking 
about now. They may not be quite as gener¬ 
ous or they may be more generous. 

I mention one other aspect that is not re¬ 
ally related to the income tax law as far as the 
Sentate-approved bill, but if there are those 
who are interested in revisions to the estate 
and gift tax law, I would like to mention a bill 
that has been introduced. It was originally 
worked up by Senator Wallop of Wyoming; 
it now has the bi-partisan support of Senator 
Nelson of Wisconsin, Senator Harry Byrd Jr. 


of Virginia and Senator Wallop. It's been 
co-sponsored and introduced. Obviously 
nothing's going to happen this year, but I do 
think there's a possibility that it could get 
wrapped into this tax reduction bill before 
it's over with. What does it do? Unlimited 
marital deduction. You don't have to worry 
about making sure your estate goes 50-50 to 
your wife. Whatever you give to your wife is 
not subject to estate taxes. That can be a 
savior and it can be a problem because that 
means everything is going to be subject to 
estate taxes in her estate so it still doesn't do 
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Conference continued 

away with your estate planning problems. 
But I think the estate planning marital de¬ 
duction gives everybody the flexibility to 
give whatever they want to their wife with¬ 
out regard to whether it's 50 per cent of 60 or 
30. Anything going to your wife is com¬ 
pletely excluded from your estate. They 
would change the credit, the unified credit, 
which now in essence exempts your estate 
up to a certain amount. The present exemp¬ 
tion takes you up to about $175,000 before 
you start getting estate tax liability. Under 
the new bill it would go up to $500,000. It 
would be a credit that allows you to exempt 
about up to $500,000 of your estate. In the 
case of the annual gift tax exclusion, where 
you're allowed to give $3,000 per person to 
any number of people—they've changed 
that to $6,000 per person. In the case of a wife 
and a husband giving jointly it would be 
$12,000 deduction per donee. 

There's a provision in the tax law, and I 
don't think the horse industry has focused 
on it very much but I think it's important, 
that allows you to take farm values and re¬ 
duce them in your estate based on its use as 
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farm land. It's a little hard to do that in the 
case of horse pastures and what have you. I 
don't know that it's been used extensively by 
horsemen but to those of you who have also 
other farm lands that are producing crops 
and what have you it can be very important 
and—the reason I bring it up—it's already in 
the law but there would be a lot of revisions 
that would make it more easy to use and 
more beneficial to taxpayers. I think the 
other items are a little bit less important but I 
would suggest to you that you pay close 
attention if you're in the process of planning 
your estate to this bill because I do think it 
will see some substantial activity over the 
next year or two.

■ Shown on the cover was Jouett Shouse's 
Cinda, the first Maryland-bred 2-year-old 
winner of 1951. In her four-year career the 
daughter of Occupy and Arden Lass won or 
placed in 12 stakes and earned $140,400. She 
was raised at Elray Farm and trained by Joe 
Serio. 

■ Don Reed in his column "The Racing 
Scene" commented about the changes in the 
Maryland racing season for 1951. "A new 
pattern for Maryland racing became visible 
during the past month and although many of 
the details remain to be worked out, it ap¬ 
pears that the sport in the state is due for 
consolidation, insofar as the number of 
tracks is concerned. 

"So many things have happened in the 
past few weeks that it is difficult to give a 
summary of the entire picture, which inci¬ 
dentally still is changing and is expected to 
change some more before the scheduled 
opening of the season at Laurel on March 23. 

"Announcement that Havre de Grace was 
for sale was the first step in the reorganiza¬ 
tion of racing in the state. It was immediately 
revealed that the banking firm which had 
made the offer for the stock in the Harford 
county plant had done so at the request of 
Laurel and Pimlico managements. 


"Bowie originally was scheduled to have 
an equal share in the plan to purchase Havre 
de Grace, put it out of business and distri¬ 
bute the dates to the remaining three tracks. 
But just at that time Bowie ran into internal 
disorders and, for the nonce. Laurel and 
Pimlico declared Bowie out of the deal until 
the management of the southern Maryland 
course brought some sort of order out of 
chaos. 

"However, for the purpose of the 1951 
racing schedule, Havre de Grace plans to 
operate as a corporation but has asked the 
Racing Commission for permission to run its 
dates at the other tracks." 

■ The 75th running of the Preakness Stakes 
attracted a list of 64 eligibjes, including the 
2-vear-old champion of 1950, Battlefield. Of 
the topweighted horses on John B. Camp¬ 
bell's Experimental Handicap there was only 
one notable absence among the high- 
weights, that of Uncle Miltie, topweighted at 
126 pounds. 

■ Joe Palmer, reporting from Hialeah, dis¬ 
cussed the Kentucky Derby picture for Larry 
MacPhail's General Staff. "Citation got rid of 
the jinx about doubling the Futurity and the 
Kentucky Derby, and he was also the first 
horse to win the Derby Trial and the Derby. 
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Aside from the Toboggan-Metropolitan-Sub¬ 
urban combination, there aren't many sig¬ 
nificant combinations which haven't been 
achieved. However, nobody has yet doubled 
the World Series and the Kentucky Derby, 
and while I wouldn't predict that this is go¬ 
ing to happen, the possibility is there with a 
chance. I'm a might hazy on this, but I seem 
to recall that the late Colonel Jacob Ruppert 
had a chance to do this, with the same ball 
team. Before he owned the Yankees, he 
bought a yearling for something like $30,000, 
and named it Santiago. If memory serves, 
the horse ran once, in the Futurity, and fin¬ 
ished last. 'If memory serves,' in the average 
story, is a free translation of 'I have just gone 
and looked it up in a book,' but these notes 
are written at Hialeah, where there isn't any 
book to look it up in, and it is possible that 
slight errors have crept into the story. Hor¬ 
ace Stoneham, father of the present owner of 
the Giants, could have brought off this dou¬ 
ble, too, because he had horses, and in fact a 
race track, at one time. Only he didn't. 

"The 1951 chance at the combination, as 
you might have suspected, is Larry Mac-

Phail, who sold his interest in the Yankees 
just after his team had won the World Series 
of 1947, and now has a 3-year-old named 
General Staff, which is a Flamingo candidate 
and will be put in the Kentucky Derby and 
the other classic races. 

"MacPhail is the sort of person that makes 
things happen, whether they want to or not, 
and while I would hardly rate General Staff 
among the top Derby prospects at the mo¬ 
ment, I am not going to climb out on a limb as 
I did with Your Host last year. MacPhail has 
only one real failure in his record—he tried, 
if you remember, to kidnap the Kaiser out of 
Holland after the first World War and 
missed. So I do not intend to count General 
Staff out of the picture until he has raced a 
little more.” 

■ After a one year absence, steeplechasing 
would be resumed at Pimlico for 1951 ac¬ 
cording to Major General Milton A. Reckord, 
president of the Maryland Jockey Club.

National Steeplechase and Hunt Associa¬ 
tion, expressed the gratitude of the jumping 
fraternity when informed of the decision.

Book Reviews 


We Work With Horses 

By Patrice Clay 
G.P. Putnam's Sons 
200 Madison Ave., New York 
$8.95; 145 pp. 

This book is devoted to an explanation of 
the many jobs offered by the horse industry. 
The author, in her introduction, states: "It 
takes a lot of people to keep the horse in¬ 
dustry going. And it is an industry. Over the 
past 20 years the horse business . . . has 
grown as much as any other business in this 
country. The job opportunities within it are 
numerous and some are highly profitable." 

Doing a great deal more than outlining the 
work involved with each job, the author in¬ 
terviews racing's workers in an effort to de¬ 
termine why they are doing what they do. 
As the TOBA's Carole Welker said: "The 
book is excellent because the backstretch 
race track workers come across so well. We 
need this type of positive image. At last 
someone has written about the majority of 
horse people—those who love and admire 
the horse." 

In addition to race track workers, Ms. Clay 
offers chapters on veterinarians, riding in¬ 
structors, show riders, farriers, mounted 
police, rodeo riders and horse breeding 
farms.
